homeward. 


Which reminds me that most of 


the cities of my home state of 
Pennsylvania were hilly, and 
back in the early 1900s most 
bicycles were without gear- 
shifts, making uphill pedaling a 
rigorous job. We envied the 
occasional boy who turned up 
w}th a two-speed shift. How we 
would have really envied today's 
* 


boys with as many as 10 shifts in 
their gear-box—something not 
even dreamed of in my boyhood. 


And there is a cycle of 


mechnical changes in bicycles 
that goes beyond gear-boxes. In 
my day a bicycle had tubeless 
tires, while automobiles used 
tires with tubes. Now the 
situation is reversed— bicycles 
have tube-tires, and it is the 
automobile whose tires are 
tubeless.

Director J. Edgar Hoover dis- 
closed today FBI agents now 
will investigate murders of po- 
licemen when asked to do so by 
local law-enforcement agencies. 


However, an FBI spokesman 


reported there have been no 
such requests since the new 
policy was adopted last month 
in the wake of White House 
meetings on police killings. 


"Nobody has asked us," the 


spokesman 
said, adding 96.4 


per cent of police murders are 
solved by local authorities with- 
in 30 days. 


For that reason, and because 


of Hoover's insistence the FBI 
not be made a federal police 
force, the agency has con- 
sistently opposed legislation 
making killing a policeman a 
federal crime. 


In his report for the fiscal 


year ended June 30, Hoover dis- 
closed the FBI will do by in- 
vitation basis what it opposes 
doing on a mandatory basis. 


The switch in policy appar- 


ently came after President Nix- 
on called Hoover, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and a score of 
state and local police officials 
to the White House to express 
concern over a rising number 
of police deaths. 


Last year's toll is expected to 


be 100, compared with 86 offi- 
cers killed in the line of duty in 
1969.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democrats have fallen five 
votes short of overriding Presi- 
dent Nixon's veto of a $5.6-bil- 
uon puoiic works bill, despite 
support from a handful of 
Republicans. 


The vote was 57 to 36, with a 


two-thirds majority needed for 
passage. 


Only one vote to sustain the 


veto came from the Democratic 
side of the aisle. It was cast by- 
Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, 


re-elected last year as an inde- 
pendent. 


Wednesday's action apparent- 


ly was the death knell for a $2- 
billion building program 
de- 


signed to create 200,000 jobs but 
rejected by President Nixon on 
grounds it would do no lasting 
good and could prove both un- 
necessary and inflationary. 


Nixon signed a bill Monday 


establishing a $2.25-billion pro- 
gram to create emergency pub- 
lic-service jobs, calling it a 
temporary step that will offer 
training designed to lead to 
permanent employment. 


But he said the building pro- 


posal would have created only 
WPA-style dead-end jobs that, 
for the most part, probably 
wouldn't have become available 
for another 18 months. 


Nixon has indicated he has no 


objections to other provisions of 
the vetoed bill—a $1.5-biilion 
extension of the Appalachian 
regional development program 
and a $2-billion renewal of the 
Public Works and Development 
Act. 
The stepped-up building 


program would have been "an 
effective mechanism for plac- 
ing the unemployed back to 
work on worthwhile projects," 
said Sen. Jennings Randolph, 
D-W.Va., chairman of the Pub- 
lic Works Committee. 


But Sen. Howard Baker Jr., 


R-Tenn., said the cost would 
have been $20,000 for every job 
created.

Dr. John Copenhaver, direc- 


tor of the joint Hidalgo-Cam- 
eron County Health Department 
serving the area most affected 
to date, said Wednesday that 
within two months he expects, 
1,400 
horses to die in Hidalgo 


County and 500 to die in Cam- 
eron County. 


Thirty-four persons in Texas 


have been hospitalized with the 
flu-like human symptoms of the 
disease. Three are known to 
have contracted the illiness and 
tests are awaited on 31 others. 


A spokesman for a task force 


set up to combat the disease 
said Wednesday the number of 
horses affected had passed the 
500 mark and there were "so 
many sick horses we can't even 
count them all." 


The 
disease—Venezuelan 


equine 
encephalomyelitis, 
or 


PEE—has killed thousands of 
horses in the past two years as 
it spread from Central and 
South America into Mexico.

She was 
his production assistant and 
it was Yates who taught her 
how to put a news show to- 
gether. 


Eventually, 
she became 


associate producer for the 
show and wrote for Wal- 
lace's "Nightbeat" program. 
When Wallace left the sta- 
tion, Marlene stayed on to 
become a coproducer. She 
also produced local docu- 
mentaries. 


As happens to most career 


girls who look like Marlene 
(pretty), she got married. 
She had been working for 
the station for five years. 


"The jobs ran out at the 


same time 1 became preg- 
nant," she said, "so I de- 
cided to quit for the sum- 
mer. I never d o u b t e d I 
would go back to work. As it 
turned out, after six weeks 
at home, I was ready." 


Her son born, the follow- 


ing January Marlene went 
to work for the Westing- 
house Broadcasting System, 
doing PM East, with Mike 
Wallace again as anchor- 
man. 


After a year and a half, 


she made another switch, 
this time to WNEW radio (a 
New York station), where 
she was assistant news di- 
rector and did radio docu- 
mentaries—writing, produc- 
ing and doing air work. 


Seven years ago, she came 


to ABC-TV. 


Her career there has gone 


well, except for a few snags. 


"I've been by-passed for 


projects at different times." 
she said, "but a number oi 
men in positions of authority 
have trusted me. They even 
sent me to report on Viet- 
nam. 


•'But. let's face it. the net- 


works have moved slowly in 
employing women for top 
jobs. There are only a tew 
ol us—Aline Saarinen.

"we have other categories 
that 
say ' s i n g e r , ' 
'an- 


nouncer,' etc., so why should 
'newsman' be allowed? It's 
discriminatory. It's like put- 
ting up a sign: 'For Men 
Only.' " 


Miss Sanders is very mucli 


in favor of some of the Wom- 
en's Liberation ideas, espe- 
cially in their job opportu- 
nity philosophy. 


"It bothers me that more 


successful women don't want 
to be bothered with Women's 
Lib," she said. "A lot of 
them feel they made it on 
their own, that discrimina- 
tion didn't keep them out. 
But there are still things 
that need to be c h a n g e d 
and I'd like to seem t h e m 
changed." 


In her speaking engage- 


ments, mostly on college 
campuses, Marlene encour- 
ages women to develop their 
potential. And she offers her 
own career, marriage and 
motherhood as evidence that 
a woman can have a career 
and "be a woman," too. 


Marlene's husband is a TV 


producer 
working for Na- 


tional Educational Television 
in New York—he is a pro- 
ducer for "The Great Amer- 
ican Dream Machine." 


"My husband has been ter- 


rifically cooperative with my 
career," she says. 


What about her son, Jeff'.' 
Marlene explains that he

cellation of "The Beverly Hill- 
billies" by CBS. The show 
made him a millionaire and 
provided him with a ranch in 
Malibu Canyon and an ocean- 
front home in Newport Beach 
where he moors his 35-foot ca- 
tamaran Polynesian Concept. 


During his years in the series 


he accepted few outside guest 
roles. "All people are lazy," he 
said. "As long as you have a 
comfortable job and you can 
play with boats and things, why 
change? Then your series is 
canceled and you have to get 
out and find out how good you 
are." 


Ebsen said, "You look for 


parts. You get ahead by what 
you can afford to turn down. 
I've turned down big money for 
bad parts and taken small mon- 
ey for good parts." 


Ebsen's career goes back to 


1928,

"Whoopee" with Eddie Cantor. 
After years as a dancer he 
turned to dramatic acting, but 
few people remember him as a 
villain.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Could you 


help my husband? He has 
had 
a complete 
checkup 


even at the Mayo Clinic and 
so far there isn't a doctor 
who can help him. He gets 
this fast pulse, so fast you 
can't count it. He gets pale 
and has to lie down. It lasts 
a short time then sometimes 
it lasts up to two hours. For 
a while he has it every day 
then there will be weeks be- 
fore he has it again. Doctors 
told him, he is as healthy as 
a horse, and many wish they 
had his health. Then why this 
pulse? He is 62 years old, 
five feet 11 and -weighs 205 
pounds. He is a bricklayer 
but has trouble putting in a 
full week because of his fast 
pulse. If he didn't have a 
good boss he would have lost 
his job long ago. 


Dear Reader—One of the 


difficulties doctors have in 
dealing with t h i s type of 
problem is that the patient 
a l w a y s has the problem 
when he is not in the doc- 
tor's office. Any medical ex- 
amination, even at the Mayo 
Clinic, is just a brief glimpse 
of what occurs 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year. 


The best approach is to try 


to document the nature of 
the rapid heart rate. There 
are little tape recorders that 
people can wear and record 
the heart beat for 10 hours 
at a time and by changing 
the tape, records for days 
can be obtained. Unfortu- 
nately, these are not avail- 
able in all doctor's offices 
and the procedure is expen- 
sive. 


There are several irregu- 


larities of the h e a r t that 
could cause the difficulties 
you describe in your hus- 
oand. Many of these exam- 
ples of "rapid heart action" 
o c c u r in people who are 
"healthy as a horse." In 
others, an overactive thyroid 
can cause the heart to be 
more irritable than normal 
and cause such episodes. If 
there is no apparent cause 
for them that is fine, but 


they can still be disabling, 
just as you describe in your 
husband's case. Whenever 
the heart beats too fast for 
any reason it becomes inef- 
ficient and can actually de- 
crease the heart's ability to 
pump enough blood. If it 
beats fast and in an irregular 
manner this is even more 
likely to occur. If the heart 
can't pump enough blood, the 
brain is affected and a per- 
son feels faint and may need 
to lie down. 


Most individuals with this 


problem can get some help 
from stopping smoking in all 
forms, and eliminating cof- 
fee and other 
stimulants. 


Your husband is also too 
h e a v y for his height and 
needs to lose weight. If he 
has as m a n y episodes of 
rapid heart action as you 
describe he should be given 
medicine to control his heart 
rate or prevent such attacks, 
even if he doesn't have any 
o t h e r evidence of illness. 
Medicines do exist for this 
purpose.

Minh Lashes 
U.S. Support 
of Thieu

SAIGON (AP) — Gen. Duong 


Van Minh charged today that 
American support of President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and repres- 
sion by Thieu's government 
could prevent a fair and honest 
presidential election Oct. 3. He 
called for the replacement of 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker. 


The blast from the 58-year- 


old retired general was the sec- 
ond attack in as many days on 
Thieu from one of his prospec- 
tive opponents in the election. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
accused the president Wednes- 
day of dictatorial practices and 
maneuvering to rig the elec- 
tion. 


"My 
American 
friends," 


Minh said, "have told me that 
the United States wants me to 
run. Then if Thieu is elected by 
only a small margin, it will 
look like he won in a fair elec- 
tion." 


Minh charged that Thieu is 


certain to be re-elected if Bunk- 
er remains in Saigon. 


"Bunker is a great specialist 


in elections of this type," he 
said. "He succeeded in the Do- 
minican Republic, he succeeded 
in Vietnam in 1967 and he will 
succeed again in October. 


"All 
my American friends 


have told me that he strongly 
supports Thieu and that a free 
and honest election will be very 
difficult with the presence of 
Ambassador Bunker." 


Minh said Thieu is already 


campaigning with the help of a

U.S. A, "—printing presses,,

and

planes and helicopters, all sup- 
plied by the United States to 
the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment and used by Thieu for his 
personal political gain. 


Minh charged that Thieu is 


also using revolutionary devel- 
opment cadres and other gov- 
ernment workers to campaign 
for him in the provinces, all 
subsidized by U.S. funds. 


Minh was deposed in 1964 aft- 


er overthrowing President Ngo 
Dinh Diem in 1963. He remains 
one of the most popular figures 
in 
Vietnamese politics, 
and 


many observers consider him 
the leading challenger to Thieu. 


Minh said an honest election 


would be possible only if the 
Thieu regime allows a free 
press and "ceases its system- 
atic repression" of the workers 
for other candidates.

Libya Break 
Irks Many 
Moroccans

RABAT, Morocco (AP) — 


Supporters of King Hassan II 
reacted with derision to Libya's 
severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Morocco. 


One Moroccan cited a com- 


ment the king made in an inter- 
view published a few hours be- 
fore Egypt's Middle East News 
Agency reported the Wednes- 
day night break. 


Hassan said diplomatic rela- 


tions between the two countries 
had no real meaning because 
"between us there is not only a 
desert of sand but a desert of 
the intellect." 
Geographically 


Libya and Morocco are sepa- 
rated by nearly 1,000 miles of 
Algeria and Tunisia. 


Libya's leftist military gov- 


ernment openly supported the 
attempt by Moroccan army of- 
ficers last Saturday to over- 
throw Hassan, and the Libyan 
strongman, Col. Muammer Ka- 
dafi, threatened to send para- 
troopers and other forces to 
support the rebels if foreign 
governments intervened. The 
king in retaliation surrounded 
the Libyan Embassy In Rabat 
with troops and kept the am- 
bassador and his staff inside. 


The Moroccan Embassy in 


Tripoli and its staff were sim- 
ilarly restricted. 


Tripoli Radio has continued 


to broadcast attacks on King 
Hassan's "feudal regime" and 
reported 
demonstrations

the king in Libyan 


cities. One broadcast acknowl- 
edged the coup attempt had 
failed,

The Egyptian news agency 


said its Tripoli correspondent 
learned Libya has asked Egypt 
to take care of its interests in 
Rabat, a logical step since Eg- 
ypt, Libya and Syria have an- 
nounced they are in the process 
of forming a federation. 


Egyptian 
President Anwar 


Sadat sent to Hassan a person- 
al message Tuesday which re- 
portedly urged the king to de- 
lay breaking relations with Lib- 
ya while the Egyptian leader 
tried to mediate between the 
.two governments.

paper Depeche of Casablanca 
said the Libyan attitude "risks 
compromising the federation as 
well as Arab unity every- 
where."

profit, independent product-tes- 
ting organization in Mount Ver- 
non, 
N.Y., which rated crash 


protection in the Volkswagen 
bus wagon and the Ford Chat- 
eau Club Wagon as grossly in- 
adequate. Chevrolet and Dodge 
models were rated marginal. 


Volkswagen challenged Con- 


sumers Union to provide any 
information from crash tests 
and said its bus—which it calls
